27. (New) The pick-up style utility vehicle of Claim 14, wherein the seat 
includes a bottom portion having a pivot provided at a front end thereof, the bottom 
portion being pivotably mounted to the body of the vehicle around the pivot, and a 
backrest portion pivotably mounted to a rear end of the bottom portion at a lower end 
thereof; and 

wherein the deployed configuration is defined as a configuration in which 
the bottom portion is oriented substantially horizontal and the backrest portion is oriented 
substantially upright, and the stowed configuration is defined as a configuration in which 
the backrest portion is folded forward over the bottom portion and the bottom portion is 
retracted while the backrest portion is folded so that the bottom portion and the backrest 
portion are located substantially in front of the pivot of the bottom portion.
